I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 

Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  St. Austell 
Urban  Dii.strict  for  the  year  1963* 


The  report  is,  on  the  vjhole,  a  good  one. 
The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  lower  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  V/'ales.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  accepted  as  a  reliable 
index  of  the  social  standard  of  a  community,  consequently  the  low  figure 
recorded  reflects  credit  on  parental-  care  also  on  the  practitioner  and  nursing 
services. 


Council  housing,  as  in  many  other  areas, 
is  a  commodity  where  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply,  also  many  houses  in  the 
area  lag  far  behind  the  standards  one  would  expect  in  the  1960’s.  However, 
the  slum  clearance  programme  lias  made  steady  progress  and  the  Council  has 
encouraged  house  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  discretionary  and  standard 
grants  available.  It  is  hoped  that  this  policy  of  grants  will  be  continued  and 
even  accelerated  in  the  future. 


The  considerable  increase  in  population 
which  occurs  in  the  summer  season  tlirows  a  strain  on  various  Council  services, 
no'cably  food  inspection,  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  public  conveiences.  Jt  is 
a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  able  to  report  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
associated  with  breakdown  of  thG^se  services  during  1963*  More  and  more  people 
are  becoming  conscious  of  the  need  fear  hand  washing  and  one  looks  forward  to  the 
day  when  all  public  conveniences  will  be  provided  with  hot  water  facilities. 

Daring  the  year  lOO^c  meat  inspection 

was  carried  out,  and  since  1st  October  1963  meat  inspection  is  not  only  a  duty 
of  the  Local  Authority,  but  is  obligatory, 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 

to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  departments  for  their  help  and  cooperation, 
and  most  especially  must  I  thank.  !»!&:,  ^’^atts  and  the  Public  Health  Depar-fcment 
for  their  unfailing  support.  It  is  opportune  to  point  out  that  Mr,  ’’^atts  has 
supplied  a  considerable  part  of  this  report.

SANITARY'  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

^fATER 

The  water  supply  in  the  district  is  soft  and  the  highi  silica  content 
provides  a  natural  check  on  pi  umbo-solvency.  Plastic  or  copper  tubing  are  the 
standard  materials  used  for  drirleing  supplies , lead  pipes  being  prohibited. 

The  greater  part  of  the  water  supplying  the  district  is  derived  from 
the  IPoMcy  River,  The  higher  Nor  tern  part  is  supplied  from  reservoirs  at  Penwithick 
and  Carloggas  which  in  turn  receive  water  from  a  disused  clay  pit  .Six  samples  of 
water  are  taken  per  week  by  Engineering  staff.  Most  houses  in  the  district  have  a 
piped  water  supply,  but  certain  outlj/’ing  areas  arc  still  \7ith0ut  this  modern 
necessity. 


■^/■ater  mains  at  Penhale,  Carloggas,  Nettles  Corner,  Re  sc  or  la,  Kerrow 
Ivbor  and  Carve  or  Moor  were  renewed  and  extensions  at  Bodelva,  Stenalees, 
Blowinghouse  Hill,  Tregiskey,  The  Mount,  Biscovey  Housing  site  and  the  Town 
Centre  were  completed.  The  Polharmon  reservoir  was  linleed  to  the  Powey  River  main,

The  par  Beach/polmear  scheme  v/as  completed,  Sev.>er  extensions  at  Cuddra 
and  School  lane,  Tregrehan  v;ere  completed  and  sewer  laying  at  Biscovey  Housing 
site  commenced.
